nounced the body dead, and it was'|. , 


placed in a coffin, still -in its wet 
clothes. = 
Some 14 hours later, 02 October 29, 
“the coffin was reopened so that a 
lawyer might identify the body. It 
appears that the undertaker’s men 


“saw. that the cheeks'were blue and 


that the bead moved slightly. The 
same doctor “was recalled and now 
heard faint heart sounds, but there 
- was still no pulse and no breathing. 
‘| The patient was taken to hospital, 
ang at 10 am on October 29—ie. 
.42 Hours. after the swallowing of 
‘the poison, the limbs and trunk 
became partially stif. She was 
still unconscious and showed 
“no reaction to stimuli. The” heart 
sounds could now, however, be heard 
over the breast bone, the heart beat- 
ing at 3.80-40 per minute. There was 
still no pulse ‘and .no- breathing. 
The skin and lips were deadly 
paler but the cheeks bluish (“leicht 
eyanotisch ").

PUNITIVE OPERATIONS ON THE EUPHRATES. 


FORD VANS ATTACKED. 
; ; Loypox, November 10. 

A communique states that the Lower Euphrates column from Samawah 
carrying out punitive operations on both banks of the Euphrates around 
Khidra, met with stubborn resistance on Nov. @ from an inrorgent band 
concealed in the broken country on the left bank of the river. Our infantry, 
assisted by- aeroplanes, forced the Arabs- from their positions. . We 
lost two men killed and 20 wounded. Operations are being continued. 
In the Diyala area 19 Pord vans from Teheran moving from Shahraban 
“without the cognizance of the authorities ‘were sttacked in a pass in the 
Jebetharia Range on November 4. One agent with three cars got back 
to Shabraban. A column was sent out immediately and found five cars 
deserted in the pass. The remaining eleven reached Kizilrobat safely. It 


is believed that tribesmen captured 29,000 rupees. .
